I guarantee all 
Dahlias are grown without forcing, with sufficient potash 
in the soil to insure strong roots. 


Consider ordering as early as possible as the stock of 
some varieties is limited. I start shipping March 10th if 
weather permits, but will ship any specified time after 
that date. Directions for growing and keeping the roots 
over winter sent with each order. 


All orders over $1.00 sent post-paid; for $1.00 or less 
add 15 cents for postage.
